‘over $800 worth of merchandise, 


John Willie Walters, 28, 
Avenue C, was arrested by 
Deputy William Garrison and 
charged with grand theft. He 
was booked into the Okee- 
chobee-County Jail under a 
bond of $25,000. 

The deputy's report states 
Walters allegedly walked out of 
the Wal-Mart store at 3371

An astronomer in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio was the first Ameri- 
can to tract weather using the 
telegraph.

Mr. Abbe continued ‘his 
adventure into meteorology 
for three months eventually 
obtaining weather information 
via the telegraph from as 
many as 17 cities. As the 
source of this data expanded 
the accuracy of Mr. Abbe's 
forecast increased. His work 


caught the attention of.other 
professionals who thought Mr. 
Abbe's idea should be expand- 
ed to the rest of the country. 
At 7:35'a.m. on Nov. 1, 1870, 
daily weather observations 
began at 25 cities in the east- 
ern third of the country. By 
the end of the decade the 
number of observing sites had 
risen to nearly 300. It was the 
beginning of what we now call 
the National Weather Service. 
The Weather Service will 
celebrate its 125th birthday 
next year e most advance 
and, sophisticated weather 
system in the world. New 
radar's, a new satellite and 
new computers will help to 
improve weather forecasts.
